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DETAILED ACTION 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 10/4/04 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1, 3, 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Daneshvar (5,263,966). Daneshvar discloses a device including an insertable shaft 
(52) having a distal soft tip being made of a balloon (36) covered with a shroud (40) 
wherein the balloon is inherently made from inelastic. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Flam et al. 
(4,041,948). Flam et al. disclose a device including a shaft (84) having soft tip including 
an inner component (86) covered with shroud (88). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 8-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Flam et al. (4,041,948). Although, Flam et al. does not disclose the absorbent layer 
being made from the material as claimed, it is well known in the art to made absorbent 
material from fabric comprised a gel-forming absorbent composition or absorbent fibers 
knitted or woven together and reinforcing the fiber with polyester or nylon. Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to substitute the hemostatic material or absorbent material of Flam et al. for 
the material as claimed. Wherein so doing would amount to mere substitution of one 
known material for another that performs equally well in the Flam et al.'s device.
